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Ohioans Making More Money 


Not m a ny people realize that Ohioans, 
on a general average, are said to earn 
more than most Americans. 
May be that is one reason the Buck eye 
state has been advancing to 
a top position 
in the nation. 
However, according to information re­ 
cently carried in one of the nation's most 
careful publications in matters of analy z­ 
ing financial situations, the per capita in­ 
come in Ohio this y ear did not rise as rap­ 
idly as it did in Pennsy lvania. West Vir­ 
ginia. Kentuck y and a number of states in 
the South, Southwest and Far West. 
It is pointed out, nevertheless, by var­ 
ious analy sts that the general steady in­ 
crease in Ohio indicates that the average 
individual is mak ing more money , y ear by 
y ear, than in most states. 
It is stated that the estimated rather 
modest per capita increase this y ear in our 
state over 19 56, $219 8 as compared to $2154, 
can be explained in part by Ohio’s consis­ 
tent annual gain in population. 
The total Ohio income is now being di­ 
vided among more people than 
e ve r be­ 
fore. possibly lowering the average enough 
to offset individual wage gains. 
H ow e ver, 


in most states experiencing 
a sizeable 
boost in average income the population is 
going up even more rapidly than in Ohio. 
Florida is one example; another is Cali­ 
fornia. 
The explanation apparently lies in the 
fact that, though farm prices have some 
what stabilized, factory construction and 
output have declined to some extent. Slow­ 
downs have occurred in . . . machinery , 
household appliances, some metal prod­ 
ucts, steel and rubber products.

• Wintertime Dry Nose 
• 
Polio 


Q. Is It heat or humidity that 
causes wintertime dry nose? 
A. 
It s low humidity (la^k of 
moisture in the air). To be 
comfortable at 72 F., room air 
should have a relative humidity 
of about 40 per cent. This means 
that the air should be 4u per 
cent saturated with moisture. 
Even under these "ideal" condi­ 
tions the nose has trouble keep­ 
ing up. Every 24 
hours we 
breathe about 500 cubic feet of 
air. In passing through the nose 
the air is warmed to almost 
98 6 
F. 
(body 
temperature) 
and about one pint of water is 
added to raise the relative hu­ 
midity to 95 per cent. A pint of 
water is a lot for one nose to 
supply. Reduce the relative hu­ 
midity of room air to 25 per cent 
or below , as is the case in many 
homes during the winter, and 
the nose loses the battle with 
the furnace. In disease and old 
age it simply can’t deliver that 
much water; drainage stops and 
germs take over 
Humidifying 
air in the house during winter 
months isn t easy. A nose and 
throat specialist recently dis­ 
cussed the problem before a 
medical meeting. He had tried 
all kinds of experiments and 
still didn’t know how to moist­ 
en a house. 
O. After a child has been given 
three polio shots, how often and 


for how long should he receive 
booster injections? 
A 
The question cannot be an­ 
swered at this time. in most 
children, three polio shots pro­ 
duce good resistance or immu­ 
nity to the disease, lf no furth­ 
er injections are given the pro­ 
tective substances in the blood 
gradually disappear. When to 
give a fourth shot to kick the 
immunity 
back 
to 
protective 
levels isn’t known with certain­ 
ty.

Dear Pickaway Countian: 


“ The bug you have described is 
a boxeidcr bug Box elder bugs oc­ 
casionally become household pests 
in the fall and early winter when 
they gain entrance into the house
